The cre ials of Nathan F. Dixon, sena- 
tor-elect from the state.of Rhode Island. were 
presented and read, and the oath of oftice ad- 
ininistered to him. The credentials of Messrs. 
Moody and Pettigrew, senators-elect from the 
new stateof South Dakota, were presented by 
Senators Platt and Spooner, and those of 
Méssrs. Allen and Squires, of Washington, 
were presented by the vice-presigent. 

These several credentials having been read, 
Mr. Platt moved that the oath of office be ad- 
ministered to the four new senators. 

The motion was agreed to, and the four new 
senators, each of them escorted by a senator, 
proceeded to the clerk’s desk, amid some ap- 
oe from the galleries, and took the oath of 

Mr. Hoar Offered a resolution providing a 
mode for assigning senators from the states of 
North Dakota, South Dakota and Washing- 
ton to their respective classes, (in relation to 
the period at which their terms will expire,) 
and moved its reference to committee on priv- 
ileges and elections. He said that it had been 
the custom of the senate, ever since the organ- 
ization of the government to assign new seva 
tors to their respective classes as soon as they 
had taken the oath, but that now, for the first 
tline, s@nators from three states entered sub- 
stantially atthe same time. His resolution, 
he said, proceeded on the theory that the sen- 
ators from therthree states mentioned stood on 
an entire equality with reference to their 
Opportunity to be assigned to the shorter or 
longer term. The three states were all ad- 
mitted uuder the same act of congress. They 
were all admitted by virtue of proceedings that 
took place in them on the same day. The fact 
that the proclamations announcing the admis 
sion of the two Dakotas preceded that of 
Washington by two days, was due to the acci- 
dent of the greater distance of the latter, so 
that the evidence of the proceedings had not 
reached the department of state at the same 
time, gives to the two Dakotas no just title to 
just priority. 

Mr. Vest inquired whether there was any- 
ne in the resolution in reference to Mon- 

ana. 

Mr. Hoar—Nothing. I don’t understand 
that senators from the state of Montana are 
here, or are likely to be here very soon. 

Mr. Vest—That is very true; yet I would 
Suggest that provision be made for an event 
which is very sure to happen, and which we 
know must bappen in reference to a state that 
is already a member of the union by the pres- 
ident’s proclamation. But, of course, that 
matter can be considered by the committee on 
privileges and elections. 

Mr. Hoar—The senators from the state of 
Montana will lose nothing by not being in- 
cluded in the resolution. 

The resolution was then referred to the com- 
mittee on privileges and elections. 

Resolutions were offered and agreed to fixing 
the daily hour of meeting at noon, for the ap- 
pointment of a committee of two to join a like 
committee on the part of the house to wait on 
the president and inform him that congress is 
ready to receive any communication he may 
choose to make. Messrs. Edmundsand Harris 
being appointed, and for thé continuance of 
the select committee on transportation and the 
saie of meat products. 

Mr. Aldrich offered a resolution, which was 
laid over, declaring that the coinmittees on 
rules in the senate and house jointly select a 
committee to prepare and report a code of joint 
rules for conducting business on the part of the 
two houses. 

Mr. Aldrich also offered a resolution, which 
was also laid over, for the appointment of a se- 
lect committee of nine senators to be called the 
quadro-centennial committee, to which shall

THE DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS. 


The Crowds Kept Back by the Closed Doors— 
What Was Dune. 


WASHINGTON, December 2.—The holding of 
the democratic caucus at 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing necessitated the closing of the floor of the 
house and galleries against the general public, 
who surged through the lower corridors until 
the pressure became so great that, in order to 
relieve it, ingress was permitted to halls on 
the upper floor, and in a short time each closed 
gallery daor was basieged by acrowd of ex- 
pectant visitors. In the meantime, the caucus 
was proceeding, ina perfunctory manner, to 
make nominations for the various elective 
ofiiccs. All the old officers were renominated, 
with the exception of the chaplain, no nomi- 
nation being made for that office, although all 
the democrats will vote for Millburn, the 
blind chaplain of the last house. 

On motion of Mr. Wike, of Illinois, the fo)- 
lowiug resolution was adopted without diyi- 
sion ; 

Resolved, That we, the democratic members of 
the house of representatives of the fifty-first con- 
gress, atthe beginning of its first session, hereby 
send greeting tothe people of the country assur- 
ances of our continued confidence in and devotion 
tothe principles of tariff reform, as embraced in 
President Cieveland’s message to the last congress 
upon that subject; and in the platform of rinelples 
adopted by the last democratic national aonven 
tion at St. Louis, and that we hail with delhght the 
emphatic approval of these principles by the peo- 
ple as expressed at the poils in the recent elections, 
and we pledge them to renew and continue in con- 
gress the contest for a reduction of war taxes, so 
ably begun and prosecuted in former congresses by 
our representatives and senators, 

The subjects next broached were the elec- 
tion of permanent caucns officers, and the 
attitude of the party towards any proposed 
modification of house rules, but it was deemed 
advisable, in order to accommodate the public 
by opening the galleries, to postpone the de~ 
termination of those questions, and according- 
lv, after having been in session for half an 
hour, the caucus adjourned until tomorrow 
night. 

As the heavy gallery doors swung outward 
on their hinges there was a wild rush for seats, 
andina few moments there was standing 
room only in wide portals. Tho executive 
gallery was alone entirely empty, and the gal- 
lery reserved for the diplomatic corps had but 
few occupants. The picture for which the 
galleries formed a gigantic and appropriate 
frame was extremely interesting. On the floor 
members mingled together, chatting and 
laughing. Personal animosities seemed for- 

otten and political differences buried, while 
jollity and good humor were the order of the 
day. But the spectator loojed in vain for the 
genial face of Cox, the good natured presence 
of Townshend, the manly figure of Laird and 
the studious countenance of Nutting. The 
laces which had known them so long would 
now them no more forever. 


THE HOUSE IN READINESS. 


Scenes During Organization—Speaker Reed's 
7 Remarks. 

WASHINGTON, Deeember 2.—As the hour of 
noon approached, the noise and confusion in- 
creased upon'the floor. Visitors who were un- 
able to secure entrance into the galleries, came 
upon the floor beseeching members to give 
them orders to various doorkeepers to accom- 
plish the impossible task of obtaining them ac- 
commodations. Magnificent floral designs 
were carried here and there by pages and the 
odor of roses filled the place. A handsome, 
unobtrusive basket graced the speaker’s desk. 

Two desks were PMO to support an im- 
mense floral horseshoe and floral chair, each 
bearing the inscription, “Our Little Giant,” 
sent to Mr. McCarthy, of New York, by his 
admirers. 

Mr. Houk, of Tennessee, was the recipient 
of a superb floral ship of state. 

Before the hour of noon, the executive and 
diplomatic galleries were filled. As the hands 
of the clock pointed to the hour of 12, Clerk 
Clark called the house to order, and 
to read the roli of members elect, The roll 
call showed the presence of 327 members, the 
three absentees being, O’Neall, of Indiana;

Cummings, of New York, I; (Cowles of North 
Carolina,) and Reed having been -declared 
elected speaker was escorted to the chair by 
Messy. jMcKinley and . Carlisie amid 
applause, and the oath of office was 
administered by Mr. Kelley, of Pennsylvania. 

The names of Messrs. , Cammiugs 
and Payne, from the sixth,. ninth and twenty- 
seventh districts of New York, were not called, 
their credentials not having beef received. 

During roll call Mr. O'Neil, of Pennsylva- 
hia, stated that his colleague, Mr. Randall, 
was paired with Mr. Wilber, of New York, 
and Mr. McMillin, of Tennessee, stated that 
his colleague, Mr. Whitthorne, was detained 
at home by illness. 

Mr. Cummings received a round of applause 
for his one vote, and had to endure the good- 
natured bantering of his friends. 

On assuming the chair, Speaker Reed said: 

Gentlemen of the House ot Representatives: I 
thank you for the high office which your voices 
have bestowed upon me, It would be im ibit 
not to be moved by its dighity and honors. Yet you 
may well imagine that I am at this moment 
more impressed by its responsibilities and duties. 
Under our system of government as it has been de- 
veloped, these respousibilities and duties are both 
political and parliamentary. So far as the duties 
are political, I sincerely hope that they may be per- 
formed with a proper sense of what is due to alithe 
people of the whole country. So far as they are 
parliamentary, I hope, with equal sincerity, that 
they may be performed with a proper sense of what 
isdue to both sides of the chamber. [Appiause.| 
To the end that I may be successful in carrying out 
your wishes, I invoke the considerate element and 
cordial aid ofall the members of this house. [Long 
and continued applause, | 

The next step in the organization of the 
house was the swearingin of the members- 
elect, and as they arranged themselves in 
squads of twenty ata time in the space in 
front of the clerk’s desk, the oath was admin- 
istered by the speaker. 

This duty having been performed, Mr. Car- 
lisle presperee a paper which hesaid was a 
certificate of the county courtof New York, 
stating the number of votes castin the ninth 
New York district, and for whom they were 
cast. Although the official credentials had 
not been received, Mr. Carlisle asked that Mr. 
Cummipgs, member-elect from that district, 
be allowed to qualify. 

Mr. Sherman, of New York, made a similar 
request in behalf of Mr. Payne, member-elect 
from the twenty-seventh district. Both re- 
quests were acceded to, and the gentlemen 
took the oath of office. 

Mr. Henderson, of Illinois, offered a reso- 
lution for the election of Edward McPherson 
as clerk, A. J. Holmes, sergeant-at-arms; C. 
A. Adams, doorkeeper; James L. Wheat, 
postmaster, and Rev. Charles B. Ramsdell, 
chaplain of the house. 

Mr. Cheadle, of Indiana, offered an amend- 
ment, striking out the name of Charles B, 
Ramsdel! and inserting thatof William Mil- 
burn. 

Mr. Carlisle offered an amendment substi- 
tuting the names of the present elective 
ofticets of the house, with the exception of the 
chaplain, for the names contained in Mr. 
Henderson’s resolation. 

The yeas and nays were demanded on Mr. 
Cheadle’s amendment, but were refused. 

On a standing vote the amendment was re- 
jected-—129 to 134, but on a vote by tellers this 
result was reversed and the amendment was 
adopted—161 to 154. 

The republicans then attempted to secure a 
reconsideration of the vote by which the yeas 
atid nays were réfused, buf met with defeat— 
151 to 158. Sothe amendment was adopted. 

Mr. Carlisie’s amendment having been de- 
feated on a viva voce yote, Mr. Lodge, of 
Massachusetts, demanded a division on Mr. 
Henderson’s resolution, a8 amended. That 
portion of the resolution for election of clerk, 
sergeant at arms, doorkeeper and postmaster 
was adopted by a viva voce vote. 

The vote then recurring on that portion of 
the resolution which (amended) provides for 
the election of Rey. W. H. Millturn as chapel, 
the yeas and nays wore ordered. 

This portion of the resolution was likewise 
adopted—yeas 160; nays 165; Cheadle, Lehl- 
bach and Moore, of New Hampshire, votirg in 
the affirmative with the democrats. 

The newly elected clerk, doorkeeper, post- 
master and chaplain then appeared at the bar 
of the housse and qualified. 

A resolution was adopted directing the clerk 
to inform the senate that the house had or- 
ganized and was ready to proceed to business. 

Messrs. McKinley, Cannon and Carlisle 
were appointed a committee to inform the 
president to the same effect. 

Drawing for seats by lots was the next busi- 
ness in order, anda resolution was adopted, 
the effect of which was to permit ex-Speakers 
Banks, Randall, Carlisle and Kelley, of Penn- 
sylvania, toselect their seats. The drawing 
having been concluded, the sergeant-at-arms- 
elect appeared at the bar of the house and 
qualified. 

Mr. Bayne, of Pennsylvania, offered a reso- 
lution directing the speaker to appoint com- 
mittees on rules, accounts, enroll bills and 
mileage, each to consist of the same number of 
members as is provided for by the rules of the 
fiftieth congress. Adopted. 

The house then at 4:30 adjourned. 


ELECTION BILLS. 


Chandler and Sherman Anxious to Get 
Their Measures Before Congress. 

Wasnminaton, December 2.—There were two 
bills ready for introduction in the senate today, 
but no opportunity occurred to present them. 
One of these was the bill proposed by Senator 
Chandler at the opening of the fiftieth con- 
gress, inaking a regulation prescribing the 
times, places and manner of holding elec- 
tions for representatives in congress of 
the Unite States within certain 
states, and the other Senator 
Sherman’s bill introduced in the senate last 
January, ‘to make and alter the regulations as 

to the times, places and manner of holdin 
elections for representatives in neyy sagen . 
Senator Chandler’s bill provides for the ap- 
pointment of supervisors of congressional 
elections, who shall act as a canvassing board 
and declare the result; that voters must be 
registered, and limits the application of the 
bill to elections for representatives in congress 
within the states of South Carolina, Florida, 
Mississippi and Louisiana. Senator Sher- 
man’s bill provides for the appointment by the 
president, to be confirmed by the senate, of a 
state board of canvassers of five voters and a 
board of three voters in each congressional 
district. These boards shall serve during good 
behavior. The state board shall appoint a 
registrar of election in each congressional dis- 
trict to serve six years. District boards shall 
select three citizens in their respective dis- 
tricts, who shail constitute the judges 
of elections for all federal elections, 
years. district

THE FIREMEN OUT. 
AN IMPENDING STRIKE AMONG THE 
CENTRAL EMPLOYES, 


The Brakesmen Called Off, Which Angers 
the Firemen and They Refuse to Go Out 
With Their Engines. 


Macon, Ga., December 2.—[{Special.]—The 
firemen of the Southwestern railroad division 
have been in considerable stir today and to- 
night, amounting practically toa strike. The 
police were-culled into requisition tonight, as 
serious trouble was apprehended. The cause 
of the difficulty was due to an.order issued by 
Superintendent Starr withdrawing all the 
helpers from the firemen, to take effect Decem- 
ber first, Hitherto, the front. brakeman has 
been allowed to go on the tender and pile up 
wood and hand it to the fireman to put into 
the furnace of the engine. Stperintendent 
Starr claims that by reason of this the brake- 
man or fireman being on the tender assisting 
the fireman, instead of on the train, several 
accidents have happened. Hence, his order 
withdrawing the fireman’s helper. The fire- 
men claim that one. fireman, without help, 
can’t: fire and keep the engine hot, so as to 
make thé schedule. 

ON THE LONG RUNS

sibility. For instance, a freight train leaying 
Macon at. 11 o'clock. this morning, reaches 
a tr at 2 o'clock. tomorrow morning. 
The firemen are wifling alone to fire the coal 
burners, but not the wood burners.

Engineer Wyly 
started his train with a negro fireman, and the 
white firemen mounted the engine and took 
him off. The services of the chief of police 
and a number of patrolmen were called into 
requisition. The police had to board the train 
and stand. ;

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A Bréad Trust Forming. 
An English syndicate with headquarters 
in Chicago has bought the great Minne- 
apolis flour mills and is steadily working to 
secure all the important mills of the country. 
The Nashville American reports that the 
large Nashville mills with a capacity of 
2,200 barrels a day, are under option to the 
syndicate and will probably be eold. 

This syndicate is represented to be seek+ 
ing only the increased profit which arises 
from the saving in large consolidated man- 
agement, but its quiet and rapid work has 
the appearance of aswift forming monopoly. 
. It is well for the people to keep their eyes 
open. ‘The product of the Nashville mills 
is half the daily bread of Tennessee, and 
when the option was signed it meant that 
the incipient monopoly had by one stroke 
of the pen scooped in half a state. With 
the purchase of the Minneapolis mills they 
put the -bread of several states, between 
their fingers. With all the mills of the 
country in their grasp, the monopoly fora 
time would be more complete than that of 
old Hutch, and itis ten to one they would 
take advantage of their opportunity. Both 
the farmer and the consumer would be in 
their power fora short-time. Of course, 
new mills could be built, but it would take 
time and meanwhile people must live— 
partly on flour. 

Now that their designs are apparent, it is 
impossible for them to get a complete 
monopoly, but they may control enough 
mills to materially affegt the price of flour 
and wheat. Ultimately their operations 
would result in good to the people. As soon 
as they got mills enough to put on the 
screws a little, the fight would begin with 
other capital rushing into construction, In 
a yearthere would be more mille than the 

grain of the country would supply or the 
consumption support. The trust mills 
would be boycotted and would inevitably 
succumb. On the whole they can do no 
great harm. If they try extortion it will be 
temporary extortion that will sow the seed 
of fiercer competition. In a contest be- 
tween the trust and the peopleon a matter 
of bread, the people will inevitably _ prevail. 


Abusing Mr. Davis. 

Editor Murat Halstead, of the Cincinnati 
Commercial Gazette, appears to be gradu- 
ally drawing away from the republican 
party. 

Not long ago, after printing a serious 
charge against a democratic candidate, Mr. 
Jialstead, with a manliness and an honesty 
entirely foreign to his political affiliations, 
announced that the document on which the 
charge was based was a forgery. Immed- 
jately, the republican organs and leaders be- 
ganto abuse the Cincinnati editor, and he 
was compelled to maké whole pages of ex- 
planations. These explanations were un- 
satisfactory, of course, for nothing is more 
offensive to the average republican than 
manliness and honesty. 

But Mr. Halstead’s prompt and effectual 
treatment of the Campbell forgery is avery 
small offense compared with that which he 
has just committed. Ina recent issue of 
the Commercial Gazette, he hasan article 
headed ‘Jefferson Davis asa Dying Man.’’ 
The article is called forth bythe protests of 
certain readers who are burdened with the 
environments of sectionalism and _pro- 
vinciality. These readers complain that 
the Commercial Gazette -has adopted too 
kindly a tone in speaking of Mr. Davis, 
whereupon Mr. Halstead proceeds to read 
them a lesson in gentility and charity. 

Responding to the complaints of his nar- 
row-minded subscribers, Mr. Halstead re- 
minds them that millions shared with Jef- 
ferscn Davis the opinions and deeds for 
which he is now hated atthe north, and 
that ‘‘their fierceaffection for him has only 
been made intense by his misfortunes, and, 
animated by the feeling ‘shat, as he had 
been their leader, they are called upon to 
aid in bearing his burdens. Let it be under- 
stood,’ says Mr. Halstead sentimentally, 
**that itis not a reproach tobearebel. Itis 
a name of which the most illustrious men 
have been proud.”’ 

To this the editor of the Commercial Ga- 
zette adds this remark—that “‘it would not 
be the part of wisdom to forget, as he fades 
from the earth, that the brave and strong 
people of a dozen states very largely look 
upon him with veneration; and that the 
solid nationality of the country, its security 


and peaceablenessaind happy fame in the’ 


future depend greatly upon the loyalty of 
those people to the institutions of freedom 
and their faithfulness at last tothe inalien- 
able rights of all men.’’ . 

All this has the genuine American touch 
and spirit, but it need not be said that those 
who have abused Mf. Halstead for exposing 
a forgery will raise a tremendous dust when 
they read his remarks about Jefferson 
Davis, and they. will be joined by Editor 
Joseph Medill, of the Chicago Tribune, 
whose paper has been abusing Mr. Davis 
soundly of late. It is difficult to imagine 
whatfruits Editor Medill’s fury will bring 
forth, but Mr, Halstead is a much healthier 
target than Mr. Davis.

ABOUT THE CAPITOL. 


Governor Gordon will leaye Chicago tonight 
and will be at the capitol again on Thursday. 
A dispatch was received yesterday morning at 
the executive department from the governor 
asking if his immediate presence was needed 
in Atlanta, and stating that if no special busi- 
ness was waiting his attention he would delay 
his return fora day. He was wired to the 
effect that there was nothing unusually im- 
portant to call him home. 

Tho executive department has been flooded 
recently by petitions from banks who wish to 
be appointed state depositaries. The last 
legislature passed a law authorizing the gov- 
ernor to appoint banks in four places to re- 
ceive state moneys in addition to those now 
in commission. The petitions came from the 
places designated by the le gislature. 

Judge Nisbet said yesterday that itis not 
probable that any appointments will be made 
under the actin time for the banks to enjoy 


present tax year; for the reason that the state 
has been divided into territories by the comp- 
troller-general, and the tax eollectors have 
been notitied where to deposit their collec- 
tions. The collectors are required to settle 
their accounts by the 20th of December, soit is 
not considered advisable to make a general 
change. of depository this year. 


Judge Nisbet has received lately a number 
of inquiries as to when the state banks will be 
required to make their yearly statement. 
Undera law passed by the last legislature 
creating a bank examiner, and by virtue of 
his office making the state treasurer the in- 
cumbent, the returns will no. longer be re- 
ceived by the executive department, as has 
been done heretofore. The bank examiner is 
required to visit each state bank.at least twice 
a year,and he may deniand statements as often 
as he sees fit, Treasurer Hardeman has not 
yet decided when he will make his first tour of 
inspection. Is will probably, however, be 
made early in January next. ; 


The taxes for this year are coming in slowly, 
so slowly in fact that it can scarcely be said 
that they are coming in at all. Both the 
comptroller-general and the state treasurer are 
much annoyed by the delay. Colonel Harde- 
man said yesterday that the trouble was caused 

by the act of a young member of the legisia- 
ture who, in 1885, tried to make the date on 
which the tax collectors are required to settle 
their accounts with the comptroljler—general 
and the date on which the money must 
be paid in to the treasury agree. In 
accordance with his laudable desire the mem- 
bers put a bill through the house making it il- 
legal for a tax collector to issue a fi fa before 
the 20th of December. The consequence is 
that while the collectors are still obliged to 
send in their accounts tothe comptroller’s of 

fice by the 20th of December, they can take no 
action to make a man pay his taxes until that 
date. 

Captain Furlow, who has charge of the tax 
department of the comptroller general’s office. 
also thinks the delay in tax returns iy caused 
by the law of 1885. He said yesterday; ‘Every 
legislature since the one which passed the. bill 

rohibiting the issue of fi. fas. by the tax col- 

ectors before the 20th of Decem has been 

requested to repeal or alter tire law, but they 
have always refused to do so. Previous to 
1885. the taxes were generally al) 
in by the 1st of January, and now it is March 
or April before the money is received. Every 
year it is gettting worse because the people 
have found out that nothing can be done to 
make them pay before the 20th of December, 
so they keep their money as long as _ they can. 
Besides the annoyance of not being able to 
close our, books the state is losing thousands 
of dollars every year. Numbers 
of men who rent plantations 
for the purpose of raising crops are taxed on 
their mules, horses and other stock. Mang of 
them, after their crops are made, move to 
mgsrn | a pec Bg oi oer the nose of the 
tax collector, a can do to stop 
them, becgues the law forbids him to feine his 
fifa untila certain date. There always has 
been, and always will be, an insolvent list, 
whose taxes have to be collected after the 
accounts are handed into this but the 
number of ey ae who delay paying their 
taxes until the last moment is growing larger 
every year.” 

Almost every public school teacher in Geor- 
gia has been paid for the past year’s service in 
fall. The returns received by Schwol Com- 
missioner Hook yesterday show that Ware, 
Thomas, Franklin, and Appling are the only 
counties who have not drawn the money due 
them. The teachers get their money early as 
the tax collectors are authorized to pay over 
the first moneys they collect tothe county

‘High License in South Carolina—Fuel Gas in 


New Orleans—Texas and Virginia. 


The failure of the large woolen mills of 
Cantrell & Faulkner, of McMinnville, Tenn., is a 
puzzling sign of the times. That part of Tennessee 
isa great wool growing region, and this firm had 
buflt up a large demand foritsjeans. At the same 
place, not longago, the large cotron milis controlled 
by Mn F. McLaurin, a former Georgian, failed. 
Cotton mills and woolen nulls elsewhere in the 
south bave usually made handsome dividends. 


Memphis has followed in the footsteps of 
Atlanta and organized a city executive comniittee. 
The nominations for officers of the taxing district 
were made by a representative committee very 
much as was done in Atlanta, 

Mr. William Duncan, a director of the Ten 
nessee Coal, Iron aud Railroad company, returns 
from New York enthusiastic over the rise in pig 
iron. They are now offered $16 per ton at the 
furnace for number 1 foundry as against $10.49, the 
price of their October sales. They have sold 20,C00 
tons, and the gain of $5 makes them $100,000 on the 
lot. On their daily production of 100 tons they 
realize $5,000 by the advance—a difference of $1,825,- 
000 in a year. General Alger, of Detroit, has*just 
been elected a director to fillthe vacancy caused 
by the death of ex-G:vernor John C. Brown. 

The furnacemen of the Birmingham region 
are jubilant over the advance in iron and refuse to 
sellahead. Onthe 2,500 tons a day made by the 
twenty-five furnages of the region the advance of 
$5 a ton gives them a daily gain of $12,500 over Oc- 
tober prices. 


A Birmingham court has decided that 
the law authorizing the mayor and alderman of 
Birmingham to levy tax on abutting property for 
paving the streets is unconstitutional. If the su- 
preme court affirms this decision, the city will have 
to refund $50,000 to the stock holders, 


A hot municipal campaign is decided by 
the election in Louisville, Ky., today. Three alder- 
meu arc tobe elected, and Mayor Jacob is taking 
sides. The democrats are confident of victory. 

Fifty-seven laborers employed at the Jack- 
sonboro phospbate works, South Carolina, are con~ 
fined in Colleton county jail on the charge of riot 
and intimidation of the other laborers.

,Your committee on streets beg to make a favora- 
bie report on the petition of the Union Street Car 
company, embracing the Atlanta and West End, 
the Atlanta street railroad and the Gate City street 
railroad lines, conditioned upon the city of Atlanta 
preserving the right to pass such ordinancas for the 
goverament and constraction ofthe same by the 
mayor and general council as will best subsérve 
the public safety as to life and property and con- 
venience and comfort; also, reserves the right to 
prescribe by ordinance how other lines shall haye 
the right to pass over sy par ofthe above named 
lines (not to exceed 1,200 feet) on streets or parts of 
streets where, in the judgment of the general coun- 
cil, it will bestinsure tothe public good to con- 
demn and equitably pay for the same; also reserves 
the right to pass upon the material and mode of 
construction, and should any part of any of the 
above lines prove to be dange-ous or not properly 
constructed, the same shall be remedied by 
the compauy immediately after being notified 
and if not done in re:sonavie time the eity authori- 
ties shall have thesright to refuse to allow any cur- 
rent of electricity to be turned on until the defect 
(whatever it may be) is removed. Inall cases 
where new rails areto be used, eitheronthe main 
line or turnouts,the Johnson of a similar side~ 
bearing rail shall be used, subject to the inspection 
of the street committee and thecity engincer. The 
city also reserves the right to sayto what extent 
iron poles shall be used.

BOY. BURGLARS | 
AND GAMBLERS OCCUPY THE ATTEN- 
TION OF THE COURTS YESTERDAY. 


A Successful Safe Robbery With Well Lald 
Plans to Burgiarize- a Hardware. Store 
Confessed Ih Open Court, 


Boy burglars and gamblers! 

They were the leading attractions in the 
courts yesterday. 

But probably the most remarkable case on 
record in the Georgia courts will not come up 
until today in the criminal] branch of the 8u- 
perior court. 

It is that against Julius Bone, Ed MeOune, 
Al McClay and Cliff Farris for burglary. No 
one of the quartette is fifteen years of age, and 
yet all have figured in police circles on similar 
charges a half dozen times or more. They are 
experts at the business, but have so far escaped 
the penalty of their crime on account of their 
extreme youthfulness. The quartette was be- 
fore Judge Clark at the last term of court, on 
a charge of barglaty. Their ages saved them 
and they were turned loose, byt it was not 
three weeks before they were arrested again. 

The burglary for which the boys are to be 
tried today is one of the cleverest ever com- 
mitted in Atlanta. Its planning and execu- 
tion would have been a credit to veterans in 
the business, much less to a pair of young- 
sters scarcely in their teens. 

Last Saturday a week ago Julius Bone and 
Al McUlay, so the accusation states, stole a 
lot of sacks from the elevator. These they 
catried to Mr. H. A. Boynton on Alabama 
Mr. Boynton, of course, not 
suspecting that the sacks had been stolen; 
bought them. While he was in the act 
of opening his safe to get the money, the boys 
were at his side taking in the combination. 
They went back to Mr. Boynton asecond time, 
to make sure they had madé no mistake in the 
combination of the safe, to learn which they 


‘had used the stolen sacks as a blind. 


On Sunday afternoon the two boys broke into 
Mr. Boynton’s store from the rear, entering 
by the alley that passes by the side 
of police héndansateta. they quietly 
walked up to the safe, and without any trouble 
unlocked the combination. Forty dollars in 
money was secured, and the youthfnl burglars 
got away without being suspected. 

The burglary was discovered Sunday after- 
noon by Mr, Boynton, and the police were at 
once notified. Monday Detective Cason lo- 
catéd the gang on Marietta street, in a room, 
where they were enjoying their booty in smok- 
ing and drinking. They were taken before 
Judge Pat Owens, who bound them over to 
the superior court. 

During the preliminary trial before Judge 
Owens Al McClay confessed the whole scheme, 
telling how he stole the sacks, and how he 
learned the safe combination. He said he 
could open it again, and in company with De- 
tective Cason, was taken to Mr. Boynton’s 
store, where he again worked the combination, 
without the least trouble. 

Another startling part of the confession was 
the disclosure of a similar plot laid for the rob- 
bing of the safe in Vittur’s hardware store, on 
Whitehall street. 

The boys had arranged everything and were 
to be assisted by a couple of negro men. Sun- 
day night wasthe time set for the burglary, 
just after that at Mr. Boynton’s store, but the 
discovery ofthe first before the second could 
be committed frightened the burglars off, and 
they Concluded tolet the hardware store rest 
awhile. They didn’t expect the Boynton rob- 
bery would be discovered until Monday morn- 
ing, when the other would have been com- 
pleted. 

« The case is down for rs and it is more 
than likely that the boy burglars will not get 
off as easily as heretofore. 

Will McCune, a brother to Ed McCune, 
who is to be tried today, was sentenced to a 
year in the penitentiary, for burglary, bat is 
again back in jail awaiting trial by the city 
court for larceny. He was arrested only a 
short while after he was released from the 
penitentiary. 


Boy Gamblers. 

The feature of the city court yesterday was 
the trial of Bud Wilson and Will Timbler, 
charged with gambling. 

Wilson 4nd Timbler are mere boys, neither 
being more than fifteen, and the principal 
witnesses against them were boys. A _ littio 
white. boy named Schultz was one of the young- 
est of the witnesses. Ie could not have been 
more than ten or eleven, wearing the regula- 
tion knee pants usually worn by children. 

He was sharp though, and not once did he 
contradict himself under cross-examination. 

he evidence was that the negro boys, to- 
gether with ten ora dozen companions, had 
been engaged inafriendly game of ‘‘craps”’ 
out in the neighborhood of the At- 
lahta university. he game was con- 
duoted in the corner of ag@ire fence, and, as a 
witness put it, ‘‘the limit was anywhere from 
five to twénty-five cents.” 

On the stand the defendants said they were 
‘jest out huntin’ ’simmons an’ sot down in de 
cornah to res’.’’ 

A verdict will be rendered this morning.

AFTER MANY YEARS SHE FIN a a 
PARENTS AND a RNS TO THEM. 


Bya Strange Piece of Good Fortune the Fam- 
ily Come Into Possession of Quite a Snug 
Fortune Just at the Time She Returns. 


Miss lda Berry has found her parents. 
After living in ignorance of their existence 


that she was not Ida Berry, but that her par- 
ents were prominent Savannah people; and a 
few days ago she returned to them, and is now 
living ina happy home surrounded by every 
comfort.

The case got intothe courts, the girl was 
sent to the Home for the Friendless, 
and Mrs. Berry sued out a writ of 
habeag corpus for her after she had became an 
inmate of the home ofMr. and Mrs. J. H. Wil- 
liams. Ordinary Calhoun decided in favor of 
the girl, and she elected to go and live with 
Mr. William’s family, and he was appointed 
guardian for Miss.

A MYSTERIOUS DOCTOR. 

During the progress of the trial a Savannah 
physician wrote to the authorities that he 
knew who were her parents, and thatif she 
desired to find them he would undertake to 
assist her.

She has written back to her Atlanta friends, 
and expresses herself as very happy and con- 
tented in her new-found home. er name is 
now Miss Ida Elliott, and she has bidden fare- 
well forever to the name and home where the 
earlier part of her life w was spent.
